While crime prevention is largely a 
partnership proposition, the leadership of 
individuals is often crucial in getting good 
programs up and running. The recipients 
of the 1985 Solicitor General of Canada 
Crime Prevention Awards profiled below 
are worthy examples of how individuals 
from a variety of social and professional 
backgrounds can play a key role in pre- 
venting crime. 


Roll up your sleeves 


When Anne Buckerfield sees things 
that need doing in her community, she 
goes ahead and does them. Principal of 
Princess Alexandra School in Hay River, 
N.W.T., she chairs the Juvenile Court 
Committee, participates in one of two 
Block Parent programs in the Territories, 
and recently organized a workshop on 
child abuse in conjunction with a pro- 
gram for abused children in Hay River. 

Her major involvement, however, is 
with the Juvenile Court Committee, whose 
mandate is to provide alternatives to the 
court system for first time offenders. 

Young people contract with the Com- 
mittee to make restitution through work 
on community service projects. Failure to 
fulfil the terms of the contract automati- 
cally ensures that the offender returns to 
the court system. “I’ve known these kids 
since they were little,” says Ms. Bucker- 
field, “and I believe that early interven- 
tion can make a great deal of difference.” 

Notwithstanding her efforts to divert 
young people from a pattern of criminal 
activity, Ms. Buckerfield did not initially 
see herself as a crime prevention practi- 
tioner. “I really just wanted to see basi- 
cally good kids who got into scrapes be 
put back on the right track.” 
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The Attorney General of Nova Scotia, the Honourable Ronald C. Giffin, presented crime 
prevention awards on behalf of the Solicitor General of Canada Perrin Beatty, demonstrating the 
partnership between the provincial and federal governments in promoting crime prevention 
initiatives. Displaying their awards are, from left: Mr. John Norris who was honoured for his 
outstanding contribution to the Dartmouth, Nova Scotia, Neighbourhood Watch program; New 
Minas Block Parent Association President Mrs. Ella Lockhart, whose group was recognized for 
its determined efforts to establish and expand the Block Parent Program in its area; the 
Honourable Ronald C. Giffin, Q.C.; and Mrs. Jane McCarthy of the New Minas Block Parents. 
A total of 44 awards were presented during National Crime Prevention Week to individuals and

considered “at risk” by the Delta Youth 
Services, their role-playing allows them 
to take a second look at the consequences 
of saying yes or no to opportunities for 


Young people are telling other young 
people how to say “no” to unwanted peer 
pressure in a program sponsored by Delta 
Youth Services in B.C.’s Lower Mainland. 

The “no” message comes through 
two skits written and performed by young 
people at area schools during National 
Crime Prevention Week, November 3-9, 
1985. 

Stressing that each individual has to 
make a choice about underage drinking, 
drinking and driving, and shoplifting, the 
skits presented scenarios on “what hap- 
pens if I say no”. Different “what if” 
situations are presented for each issue, 
focussing on the consequences of saying 
yes or no. 

Since most of the “playwrights” and 
“actors” are first-time offenders, or clients 


delinquent behaviour, and reinforces 
resistance to negative peer pressure. 

Audience response has been enthu- 
siastic, according to Rosemary Brown of 
Delta Youth Services. “Reaction in the 
classroom is immediate. There are more 
questions and a greater response because 
it’s kids, a little older than they, talking to 
them. There are no props, everything is 
imagined and the message hits home.” 

Demand has resulted in additional 
performances being scheduled for early 
1986.

Abroad 


Ottawa: 


In the summer of 1985, Ottawa’s 
Urbandale Acres North saw its Neigh- 
bourhood Watch falter because of lack of 
interest. But thanks to an experimental 
project undertaken last fall by nine Ottawa 
teenagers, Urbandale once again has a 
functioning Watch program. 

Under the leadership of Francine 
Troke, Executive Director of the Ottawa 
Crime Prevention Council, the student 
volunteers, aged 16 to 19, prepared a plan 
of action for rejuvenating the area’s 
program. After sessions with Ottawa 
police, where they learned the basics of 
home security and community crime 
prevention, the students composed let- 
ters to residents introducing themselves 
and their reasons for getting involved in 
the community. 

The students set out on their door-to- 
door campaign armed with letters of intro- 
duction from the Chief of Police and an 
alderman asking residents to support the 
Watch revitalization program, a kit con- 
taining information on National Crime 


Prevention Week, a list of previous Block 
Captains, a map of the area and a Good 
Neighbours Handbook along with their 
own letters which they had printed on 
letterhead that they designed. 

Within two months of the students’ 
initial contact with Urbandale residents, 
the Neighbourhood Watch program was 
back in business. Its sign was unveiled on 
November 6 during National Crime Pre- 
vention Week. 

The students were one of several 
youth teams set up around Ontario in 
conjunction with a Provincial Youth 
Crime Prevention conference that brought 
300 young people together in Aurora 
during the Week. 


EAR 
Japan: 


At a time when many Canadian met- 
ropolitan police forces are testing and 
experimenting with different approaches 
to community policing, the Tokyo Metro- 
politan Police Department has adopted a 
crime prevention strategy which relies 
heavily on decentralized mini-police 
stations. Called “kobans”, or “chuzaishos” 
if living quarters are attached, these mini- 
stations form an integral part of the com- 
munities they serve. The “kobans”, which 
usually have a sergeant and two or three 
officers, never close.

In addition to traditional police ser- 
vices such as traffic control, neighbour- 
hood patrol and emergency calls, “koban” 
staff also perform a number of public 
relations functions. In fact, most of their 
efforts are directed toward non-criminal 
matters. The sergeant tries to visit every 
household and business in the area to 
discuss a wide variety of concerns, adoles- 
cents are urged to call for counselling, 
and a small budget is even made available 
for buying subway or train tickets in the 
event of a purse snatching. 

Dr. Ian Ross, a criminology instruc- 
tor at B.C.’s Kwantlen College, spent 18 
days studying the justice system in Japan. 
“The officers who work out of the 
kobans have a low stress factor in compar- 
ison to our police because they see them- 
selves as social servers rather than 
enforcers,” observes Dr. Ross. “In essence, 
the police in Japan are very approachable.” 
The Japanese police are highly profes- 
sional, yet, according to Dr. Ross, their 
“neighbourhood helper” form of policing 
has succeeded in preventing crime.

United States: 


Lighting plays an important role in 
crime prevention, according to a recent 
report from San Diego, California. 

Before adequate security lighting was 
introduced, Spring Valley Park, a5.7 acre 
community centre with outside recre- 
ation areas, was plagued by vandalism. 
Two 250-watt fixtures on twenty-foot poles 
leading from the parking lot to the main 
centre supplied the only exterior lighting 
for the whole complex. 

A decision was made to improve the 
security lighting and 15 extra lamps on 
poles were mounted in strategic places 
throughout the park. 

One year after the new lights were 
installed a dramatic drop was recorded in 
vandalism and break-ins. There were fewer 
collisions and pedestrian accidents, as 
well. 

Not only did the upgraded lighting 
reduce crime, it more than paid for itself 
through reduced losses and increased 
revenues, as many more people began to 
enjoy the park and its facilities once the 
additional lighting was installed.

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Crime 
prevention 
in the 
classroom 


The responsibility for teaching per- 
sonal values and relationships has tradi- 
tionally rested with church and family. In 
our complex modern society, however, 
schools are also sharing this task. 

Values and family life education, top- 
ics which formerly belonged in the home, 
the clergyman’s study or the doctor’s 
office, have been introduced into the 
schools. Now crime prevention is taught 
right alongside citizenship and other 
values-oriented courses in the Canadian 
classroom of the 1980s. 

A number of Canadian school boards, 
police forces, crime prevention coalitions, 
service clubs and special committees have 
allocated money and professional staff to 
the job of developing crime prevention 
materials for schools. The result is a 
variety of in-class and _ out-of-class 
projects, as well as a range of 
sophisticated curricula. 
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»... careful planning and 
meticulous training go hand-in-hand 
with community co-operation.” 


These curricula are being used in a 
growing number of Canadian schools. 
While some courses cover crime in gen- 
eral and others focus on particular types 
of offences, most go beyond teaching the 
essential, but impersonal, facts about our 
legal system. The new curricula focus on 
the students themselves — and especially 
on their attitudes and behaviours. 

Some of the enthusiasm for develop- 
ing these new courses come from people 
who have participated in community 
crime prevention projects like Block 
Parents, Neighbourhood Watch or pro- 
grams for youth in conflict with the 
law. These programs’ emphasis on 
co-operation among individuals, organiza- 
tions and criminal justice professionals 
has percolated into the school programs.

Manitobans plan anti-vandalism 
course 


Manitoba’s Project Prevention, for 
example, produces both community and 
curriculum projects, including an anti- 
vandalism program called SCHOOL 
PRIDE. The Project Prevention coalition 
started in 1981. It includes groups with a 
long-standing interest in crime preven- 
tion such as the police and justice system 
professionals, as well as groups which 
had not historically seen themselves as 
involved in crime prevention — service 
clubs, teachers, the Department of Edu- 
cation, cultural groups, media outlets, big 
and small businesses, unions and profes- 
sional groups, one of the Project’s found- 
ing members, John Bock, reported. Bock 
is now Assistant Deputy Minister, Correc- 
tions, for the Government of Manitoba. 

Together, in consultation with school 
boards, Project Prevention produced the 
SCHOOL PRIDE crime prevention cur- 
riculum guide for students from Kinder- 
garten to Grade 9. The guide provides 
lesson plans and suggested activities 
focussed on _ vandalism prevention. 


However, the principles it teaches can be 
applied to other anti-social behaviour. 

With schools under pressure to 
include many subjects in the curriculum, 
only those that school boards see as priori- 
ties make it into the classroom, Bock 
explained. 

“Vandalism was a priority with Mani- 
toba schools in 1982. School divisions had 
a $4 million loss from it in one single year. 
For Manitoba, that’s a lot of money .... 
It (focussing on vandalism) was a good 
way to sell an idea. But if you look at the 
materials in that book, they would cer- 
tainly give you the impression that any- 
thing else that does not involve trust and 
responsibility is just as bad.” 

In fact, SCHOOL PRIDE is based on 
a course called Fairness, Trust and 
Responsibility produced by Toronto busi- 
ness executive Brian Evans, as well as on 
a highly effective anti-vandalism program 
operating in the Brandon School Division, 
Bock said. 

“The thing that I’ve seen that’s impor- 
tant for producing successful curricula is 
to share ideas and to use each other’s 
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John Howard Society 
uses its contacts 


Getting good materials into the 
schools requires persistence and using 
your contacts, says Bill Fry, Executive 
Director of the John Howard Society of 
Durham Region, Ontario. 

The Durham Region branch of the 
Society has prepared a resource guide for 
Grades 7 to 10 which incorporates crime 
prevention into the English and history 
curricula. So far, the Society has distrib- 
uted about 3000 resource guides, Fry 
said. 

The lack of a structured approach to 
criminal justice issues in the school curric- 
ulum prompted the Society to prepare 
the guides. 

“We felt that if we could introduce 
basic knowledge . . . and do it in a form 
that would make it interesting for teach- 
ers to use as part of their lessons, we could 
reach a larger number of people, and, in 
effect, train a whole group of volunteers 
— the teachers,” he said. 

His advice to people trying to get 
crime prevention material into the 
schools: 

“It's necessary to know the (school) 
board you're dealing with. Initially, you 
should always start at the bottom and 
work up, so that you don’t step on 
anybody’s toes. But sometimes you find 
that the process bogs down, because a 
particular part in the chain might be too 
busy or just not interested ... So you 
take a look at where your community 
supports are, and you use your contacts 
and tackle it.” 


Teacher produces 
province-wide curriculum 


Len Sirois, author of Prince Edward 
Island’s Crime Buster curriculum, echoed 
the need to make crime prevention 
courses appealing to teachers. 

“If teachers don’t feel comfortable it 
won't work . . . and it scares a lot of 
teachers because they have never had 
these kinds of courses themselves,” he 
said. 

The Prince Edward Island Depart- 
ment of Justice has recently purchased 
enough Crime Buster textbooks to supply 
all Grade 6 classes on the Island. Getting 
to this point wasn’t easy and co-operation 
was essential, reported Sirois. But all the 
effort has paid off. 


Crime Buster teaches young people 
why we have laws as well as informing 
them of the personal consequences of 
committing crime. 

“You make the course fun and get 
students involved, and then you slip in the 
message,” Sirois said of the method he 
developed as a catechism instructor some 
years ago. 

More recently his work as a school 
guidance counsellor convinced him that 
much juvenile crime could be prevented 
if young people were better-informed 
about the law. He saw “basically good 
kids” getting into trouble with the law 
because they didn’t realize what the con- 
sequences would be.

Careful preparation is essential 


The Metropolitan Toronto Special 
Committee on Child Abuse was set up in 
1981 by then-Chairman of Metro Toronto, 
Paul Godfrey, to prevent, detect and 
co-ordinate responses to sexual abuse of 
children. They found that careful plan- 
ning and meticulous training go hand-in- 
hand with community co-operation. 

The Committee identified lack of 
co-operation among community groups 
as an impediment to the treatment of 
sexual abuse. Lack of agreement about 
whether child sexual abuse should be 
seen as a family problem or a criminal 
offence prevented co-operation between 
the child welfare and criminal justice 
systems. Lack of a co-ordinated response 
among professionals meant multiple inter- 
views of a child by representatives of 
different systems. 

The Committee undertook several 
measures to correct the situation. One of 
them was setting up the Preventive Educa- 
tion Program. 

The Program aims to involve the 
broader community in supporting chil- 
dren as they explore a range of issues 


related to personal safety, Lorna Grant, 
Executive Director of the Metro Toronto 
Special Committee on Child Abuse, said. 

The Preventive Education Program 
encourages children to talk about all kinds 
of touching from healthy and nurturing to 
confusing to hurtful and exploitive. It 
teaches assertiveness and it’s aimed at 
teaching children to get their needs met 
in healthy ways, such as saying no to 
touches they don’t want, she said. 

Grant said starting slowly and care- 
fully has been an important factor in the 
Program’s success. Involving parents, local 
police, and child welfare professionals 
was another. 

Before the Program’s actors go into a 
school to present their 45-minute play 
“Journey from A.M.U.” (All Mixed Up), 
parents have a chance to see the play and 
discuss it. All school personnel, including 
secretaries and janitors, attend a session 
to learn about sexual abuse, clues to 
spotting it, and procedures for reporting 
it. The school board also arranges a meet- 
ing between school officials, the police 
department and the Children’s Aid Soci- 
ety to clarify procedures in case a sexu- 
ally abused child comes to school person- 
nel for help. 

As well, teachers are trained to use 
the child abuse prevention kit in their 
classrooms during the three to six weeks 
following the play.

Close to 80,000 children in 200 Metro- 
politan Toronto schools have taken the 
course. Several communities outside 
Metro Toronto are now producing this 
Program under agreement with the Spe- 
cial Committee. 

The Program is designed to meet the 
needs of a wide range of children. Study 
cards show children of different races as 
well as children with handicaps. Physi- 
cally and mentally handicapped children 
as well as the very young are particularly 
vulnerable to abuse, and more work needs 
to be done to ensure that they are reached, 
she said. 
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Surrey Board commissions kit 


A few years before Paul Godfrey 
spearheaded the Toronto _ initiative, 
reports in the public news media con- 
vinced even “cautious and conservative” 
school trustees in Surrey, British Colum- 
bia, that something more needed to be 
done to protect children from sexual 
abuse, reported Jim Gillis, Co-ordinator 
of Child Abuse Research & Education 
(C.A.R.E.) Productions Association of 
British Columbia. 

The RCMP crime prevention unit re- 
searched available audio-visual resources 
in 1979, and offered an American film 
“Who do you tell?” to the school board 
for consideration. Besides having a gram- 
mar mistake in the title (“who” should be 
“whom”), the film did not meet the Board’s 
requirements. 

So, in 1980, the Surrey School Board 
asked the Community Communications 
Centre at Kwantlen College to investigate 
the feasibility of developing material suit- 
able for local use. 

By March 1982, a community advi- 
sory committee of professional and lay 
people, under the auspices of the College, 
had produced a multimedia kit. It was 
pilot-tested in Kindergarten to Grade 3 
classes in Surrey that spring and approved 
for regular use in the next school year. 

In the following three years, demand 
for it grew “by leaps and bounds”, Gillis 
said. More than 700 kits are now in use in 
British Columbia, 200 in Alberta and 
smaller numbers in other Canadian prov- 
inces. As well, 50 of the kits are being 
used in Australia. 

The kit is adaptable to various juris- 
dictions. In fact, it requires adaptation. 
For example, the trainer’s manual includes 
anumber of blank pages headed “Remove 
this page and add local information.” 

Parents as well as teachers are well- 
prepared before the C.A.R.E. kit comes 
into their school. Parents attend informa- 
tion sessions and receive a miniature ver- 
sion of some of the materials used in the 
classroom. The parents’ kit allows chil- 
dren and parents to follow along at home 
with the lessons taught at school. 

“Parents say it opens the door for 
other kinds of subjects of discussion,” 
Gillis said. 

“A lot of pressure to introduce infor- 
mation into the schools is from parents. 
They are putting pressure on the school 
system to provide preventive information.” 

Parent concern is not enough, though. 
School boards, superintendents and teach-

ers must be convinced before the pro- 
gram can go ahead, Gillis said. 

Administrators and teachers need 
specific information about what child 
abuse is and how it will be dealt with in 
their community. They need to know that 
the community has proper and effective 
systems for helping sexually abused 
children. 

As for the children, they need to 
know that they are dealing with adults 
they can trust. 

“That's why we felt it was important 
that the homeroom teacher present the 
C.A.R.E. kit,” he said. 


Police and Ministries co-operate 


In Ontario, another popular curricu- 
lum program reflects the structured-but- 
adaptable principle. The Ontario Provin- 
cial Police, the Solicitor General of 
Ontario, and the Ontario Ministry of Edu- 
cation partnership has produced Values, 
Influences and Peers (VIP), a crime pre- 


vention course for Grade 6 students. 

“T’ve been involved with a wide range 
of educational programs, but none has 
had the response that we get with VIP,” 
said Jack Davis of the Ministry of 
Education. 


VIP tells students about the kinds of 
choices they will face as teens and teaches 
them how to analyze and cope with peer 
pressure. It’s a structured program that 
allows for adaptation to local conditions, 
and has been well-received in a variety of 
social and cultural environments. Some 
Indian Affairs schools use the VIP pro- 
gram. Educators from the Quinte Mohawk 
school at Deseronto, Ontario, shared their 
enthusiasm for the program at a confer- 
ence on Native education, Davis said. 

Co-operation is built into the three- 
month course which is taught jointly by a 
teacher and a police officer. The Peel 
Regional Board of Education media cen- 
tre has developed working videos for 
teachers — five for rural areas and five for 
urban schools, Davis reported. 

In many communities, other groups 
participate as well. Parents form commit- 
tees to support the course. Service clubs 
pay for certificates and T-shirts for the 
students. Local government officials pres- 
ent VIP graduation certificates. 

In some communities, health care 
professionals volunteer their services. In 
Bancroft, Ontario, the ambulance crew 
produced a videotape of a drug overdose 
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crisis to show young people the unglam- 
orous side of drug use. 

As VIP is too new to have its long- 
term effects evaluated, the program’s spon- 
sors judge its success in other ways. 

After four years, two-thirds of the 
school boards in Ontario now use the 
program. To date, organizers have trained 
more than 1200 teachers and 400 police 
officers to teach the course. The demand 
for training continues. That fact pleases 
Davis, in spite of the busy schedule it 
imposes on him. And, he adds, the Depart- 
ment would provide help to support any 
other provincial department of education 
interested in setting up the course in its 
jurisdiction. 


Quebec curriculum stresses skills 
and attitudes 


For its part, the Quebec Ministry of 
Education has drawn up a new personal 
and social development curriculum, fol- 
lowing extensive hearings around the prov- 
ince in the 1970s. 

This overall program specifies curric- 
ula from Grade 1 through secondary 
school in a number of areas, including, 
among others, social studies. 


“Of course, the new programs 
involve the acquisition of 
knowledge and concepts, but they 
also involve skill development, and 
the development of attitudes.” 


The secondary level social studies 
curriculum takes compulsory effect this 
fall. (School boards have been free to 
implement whatever aspects of the over- 
all program they saw fit during the cur- 
rent implementation phase.) The social 
studies course calls for study of both 
crime prevention in general, and vandal- 
ism in particular. As well, students in 
their last year of the course do a unit on 
values. 

At the elementary level, the curricu- 
lum calls for the personal and social 
development topics to be incorporated 
into other subjects. 

“(At the elementary level) personal 
and social development is a course which 
does not have a fixed place on the 


timetable. The curricular objectives are 
to be pursued in the course of doing 
activities planned for other subjects. It’s a 
completely new approach,” said Gaston 
Bernier, of the Direction générale des 
régions. 

The curriculum prescribes units on 
citizenship, laws, and vandalism. It is not 
scheduled for compulsory use until 1988. 

In addition to the regular curriculum 
guides, the Ministry will provide an activ- 
ity guidebook including ready-made les- 
son plans. 

“This is the only program (personal 
and social development) for which activ- 
ity guidebooks are published .... We do 
so because teachers have not been trained 
for it,” Bernier explained. 

The complementary activity guide- 
books are being produced by the provin- 
cial Ministry of Justice, he added. 

Personal and social development 
replaces the old-style approach to social 
studies. 

“Previously, we had knowledge- 
centred curricula... . Now we have devel- 
oped a more humanistic approach. Of 
course, the new programs involve the 
acquisition of knowledge and concepts, 
but they also involve skill development, 
and the development of attitudes.” 


Citizenship program developed 


Attitude development is an impor- 
tant component of a new curriculum 
produced in Hamilton, Ontario, by the 
Hamilton Rotary Club, the Hamilton 
Board of Education and the Hamilton- 
Wentworth Regional Police. 

In 1979, all three groups were con- 
cerned about vandalism, shoplifting, and 
the effects of negative peer pressure on 
that city’s children, reported the Board’s 
Values Education Consultant, Steve Barrs. 
In fact, they were concerned enough to 
commit themselves to providing a new 
curriculum to use in elementary schools, 
he said. 

Initial research revealed that avail- 
able programs were unsuitable. So the 
five-year process of developing a new 
curriculum began. Needs assessment was 
followed by research, initial curriculum 
development, pilot testing, revision, field 
testing and, finally, implementation. The 
process was thorough and involved feed- 
back from a variety of professionals at 
many stages, Barrs emphasized. 

The final result was Prepare, a pro- 
gram designed for students in Grades 4, 5 
and 6. Prepare consists of seven units: 
You and Your Friends, Rules and Laws, 


Winning, Fighting, Making Decisions, 
Prejudice, and Police. Many lessons can 
be incorporated into the existing social 
studies and language arts curricula. 

Interest in this project has grown. To 
date, more than 60 boards of education in 
Ontario have purchased evaluation 
(tryout) kits, which the Hamilton Rotary 
Club provides to them at cost. The Club 
has hired a marketing consultant to 
co-ordinate sales and distribution. 

Getting Prepare into a school is only 
the first step. Keeping the program func- 
tioning successfully involves continued 
effort and evaluation, the Prepare hand- 
book notes. 

“Tt is essential that on-going commu- 
nity feedback be an integral part of the 
evaluation process,” it says. 


Setting an example 


Committed individuals, educators, 
legislators and community groups in many 
parts of Canada are continuing to respond 
creatively to the challenge of teaching 
crime prevention in the schools. But some 
educators believe that the example of 
respected adults is still a major factor in 
teaching responsible attitudes. 

“We must teach young people to 
have consciences,” explains Len Sirois. 
“For an awful lot of children, the only 
time they’re concerned is when they’re 
caught.” Sirois reflects that perhaps, too 
often, kids see petty crimes such as steal- 
ing hotel towels dismissed as inconsequen- 
tial by adults. Even the best crime preven- 
tion curricula may have trouble winning a 
struggle against attitudes built by kids’ 
experience outside the classroom. 

But maybe, just maybe, the class of 
2001 will not only leave towels in hotels, 
but will also respect the rights of their 
fellows in many other important ways as a 
result of their crime prevention class- 
room experience. 

An American study has shown that 
an experience-oriented crime prevention 
curriculum can significantly reduce delin- 
quent behaviour. The Hunter-Turner 
Report on Law-Related Education sug- 
gests that “sound educational develop- 
ment as understood by educators, and 
delinquency prevention as understood by 
criminologists go hand-in-hand.” Since 
the Canadian curricula discussed above 
include most, if not all, of the factors the 
American study claimed were prerequi- 
sites for preventing delinquency, hopes 
for the class of 2001 are well-founded.

Life-long service 


Charley Fisher’s involvement in crime 
prevention has been life-long. He began 
working actively on behalf of Native peo- 
ple in Northern Ontario in 1961 as a 
volunteer courtworker. Later he spent 
two years as a counsellor with the Addic- 


tion Research Foundation and helped 
establish the Kenora Detoxification 
Centre. 

Mr. Fisher and his wife have been 
foster parents to 31 children in addition to 
raising their own five. He has coached 
youth and adult hockey teams and is a 
past board member of Pines Camp com- 
munity resource centre and Ne-Chee 
Friendship Centre. 

Now, as the first Native person in 
Ontario to be appointed a full-time sitting 
Justice of the Peace, Mr. Fisher continues 
to serve his community, not least as an 
important role model for Native youth.

A first for Quebec trainees 


In 1985 police trainees from LInstitut 
de police du Québec (I.P.Q.) in Nicolet, 
Quebec, participated in large-scale pro- 
jects for National Crime Prevention Week 
for the first time.
